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INTRODUCTION. 



This volume of the acts of the bishops of TJandaff is the 
earliest remaining in the custody of the bishop, and is endorsed 
Book I. It is of quarto size, bound in white vellum, and in good 
preservation, and comprises institutions of the clergy to livings, 
admissions to deacon's and priest's orders, admissions of school 
masters, and acts of the bishops against certain clergy for offences. 

The fiist entry is 15th December, 1660, and the last is 25th 
June, 1678. There are also at the end entries of caveaiur against 
institution to certain livings from 1679 to 1699, where there was a 
dispute as to the right of presentation. 

The Latin, as is usual in documents of this sort, is contracted, 
but this I have given in full, following the example of the similar 
publications of the CatUerbury and York Society. There was at 
first a little difficulty in deciphering some of the words, but once 
the style was mastered the task became a comparatively easy one. 

I have given a translation of the first of each class of entry, 
deeming it unnecessary to do more, except in the cases of acts of 
the bishops against clergy. All of these I have translated, as they 
are of especial interest, both as to the offences alleged and the 
punishment meted out. 

It is curious that the chief offence is that of celebrating 
clandestine marriages. The explanation is that, as the only 
method in those daj^ of being married was by clergy of the 
established church, the temptation to a poor cleric of securing a 
high fee was greater than could be resisted. 

The bishops of Llandaff during the period covered by this 
volume were : — 

Hugh Lloyd, D.D., archdeacon of St. Davids, consecrated 
i8th November, 1660, died 7th June, 1667, aged 78 
buried in the cathedral. 
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Francis Davies, D.D., archdeacon of Llandaff, consecrated 
24th August, 1667, died 14th March 167I, buried in 
the cathedral. 

William Lloyd, D.D., consecrated i8th April, 1675, trans- 
lated to Peterborough, 1679. 

Of the bishops' secretaries who figure in this volume I have 
failed to find any particulars : — 

Nicholas Johns, from December, 1660, to November, 1666.' 

William Turbervill, from January, i66f to August, 1671. 

John Traunter, from Jtme, 1670, to November, 1671, (these 
two overlapped, Traunter probably acting as deputy 
to Turbervill). 

John Thomas, from December, 1671, to November, 1674. 
William James, from September, 1675. 

It is important for readers to realise that the year given, when 
the date is between the ist of January and the 24th of March, is 
a year earlier than would now be written. 

Until the year 1753 the new year commenced on the 25th of 
March. It is often usual to write the dates occurring between the 
ist of January and the 24th of March with both years, thus — 
loth January, 166^, in this way showing the old and the new style.

Salop, esq., 
was a fellow of All Souls CoUege, Oxford, and chancellor of the dioceses of 
Llandafi and Durham. He was knighted at Whitehall 16 January, 1676-7, 
in 1684 made Dean of the Arches, and in 1685, a Judge of the High Court of 
Admiralty. He was also M.P. for the city of Durham. He died in 1686, 
aged $2,

was D.D. of Jesus CoUege, Oxford, and archdeacon of Llandaff 1660, and 
held Uvings in commendam.

At which day and place Meyrick Morgan, one of the commissioners of the 
consistory court of Llandaff, produced the original summons elsewhere directed 
against our said Philip Maddochs, together with the certificate of the due execution 
of the same, and a prodamation having been made three times for the said Maddochs, 
he himself personally appeared, whom the lord bishop charged that he had at 
divers times, without his licence being first obtained, preached in his cathedral 
church of Llandaff and had expounded the word of God, but especially that the 
said Philip Maddocks had, on the 2Sth day of September last past, preached and 
expounded the word of God in the foregoing cathedral church of Llandaff contrary 
to the express warning and inhibition elsewhere made by the aforesaid lord bishop, 
in manifest contempt of the law and of ecclesiastical jurisdiction. The said 
Maddochs answered and alleged that in accordance with the aforesaid monition 
made by the aforesaid reverend father, he had ceased to preach or expound the 
word of God in the cathedral church of Llandaff until he had had and obtained 
{as he asserted) a licence from the Court of A rches in London to preach and expound 
the word of God in the aforesaid cathedral church ; by virtue of which aforesaid 
licence he confessed that he had preached and expounded the word of God in the 
aforesaid cathedral church on the day particularised, namely, the 2Bth of September. 
Which licence thus by Maddochs produced and exhibited in the face of the court 
having been read before the aforesaid reverend father, the aforesaid reverend 
father answered thai that pretended licence thus by Maddochs alleged does not 
pertain to him. nor was it directed to him ; further objecting that that written 
parchment thus by Maddochs produced and exhibited before him belonged and 
was directed to one Thomas Andrews, clerh, and that it was not a licence for 
preaching derived and obtained from the Canterbury Court of Arches {as he 
falsely asserted) but that it was only an exemplification of a certain sentence 
preferred by the lord judge of the Arches against Andrews and a warning against 
Andrews to permit the said Maddochs, who is to peacefully enjoy the office of 
senior vicar choral in the aforesaid cathedral church of Llandaff; and notwith- 
standing such sentence preferred by the lord judge of the Arches he ought not to 
preach in the cathedral church of Llandaff without his episcopal licence previously 
requested and obtained for that purpose. Maddocks answered and alleged that 
he had recently obtained a licence from the said reverend father. The said reverend 
father answered and confessed that he had granted his said licence to preach only 
in the parish churches of St, Brides and Michaelston in the county of Glamorgan, 
and not elsewhere, and that he had himself personally inhibited the said Maddochs 
that he should not presume to preach without his licence in his cathedral church 
of Llandaff; wherefore the aforesaid reverend father decreed that the aforesaid 
Philip Maddocks be excommunicated with the greater excommunication on account 
of the manifest contempt of his aforesaid monition and inhibition and vilifying 
of ecclesiastical jurisdiction ; and he excommunicated him as appears by the 
schedule read by the aforesaid bishop. The said Maddocks protests against the 
grievance done him ; and forthwith they call and require Mr. John Vovert, 
secretary of the aforesaid reverend father, and in this case appointed actuary, 
to write out the facts among the acts.
